They wUl be 


About 11 o'clock last night as po- 


lice officer William D. Thomas, of 
East Oakland, was strolling along 
East Eleventh street, he heard a 
man coming along the opposite side. 
Selecting a shady spot ho awaited 
the coming to get a glimpse of the 
man, to see whether he was some 
belated citizen or a tramp. 
When 


the man came near, and saw and 
and recognized 
the 
officer, 
he 


stopped 
short, 
as 
if 
confused 


or frightened. 
T'ie officer 
then 


saw thaf the man had an open 
box on his shoulder, and his sus- 
picions were aroused. 


MlTt-AIi RECOGNITION. 


Officer Thomas was no sooner rec- 


ognized by the n.nn than ho recog- 
nized the belated traveler as Louis 
S (orli.) Strand, a Norwegiiin or 
Swede, a carpenter by trade, who 
has been in East Oakland about 
eighteen months, and who formerly 
worked for Strahl, the billiard man 
nfacturer of San Francisco. Strand 
turned sharply np Tenth avenue to- 
ward East Twelfth street, and his 
suspicious movementb caused the of- 
ficer to suspect that he had been into 
some mischief, notwithstanding the 
fact that he knew him to be a 
hard-working and n, first-class me- 
chanic. Thomas knew that Herman 
Drucker had been moving his large 
stock of liquors into his new saloon 
on Thirteenth 
avenue, near the 


Brooklyn railroad station, and that 
Strand had been working there the 
day before as a carpenter, .and 
thought he might have 


NIPPED A BOX OF 


He accordingly walked rapidly 


after the retreating form until he 
overtook Strand, when he discovered 
that he had a large box filled with 
bottles on his shoulder. He ac- 
costed Strand and asked where he 
got the bottles and what they con- 
tained, at the same time reaching up 
and taking one of the bottles out of 
the box. 
Strand paid no attention 


to the movement, but replied that he 
had just come up on the 10 o'clock 
local train, and that the bottles con- 
tained wine with which he intended 
to celebrate the 4th of July. Thomas 
discovered that the bottle which 
he had taken from the box was 
empty, or nearly so. 
The answer 


and the empty 
bottle did 
not 


work well together, and Thomas 
then asked him to stop and set the 
box down. By this time the parties 
had reached tlie corner of East 
Twelfth street and Tenth avenue, 
where there was a carpenter bench 
and a pile of lumber. There was a 
hatchet and a drawing knife lying 
on top or among the bottles, and as 
Strand sat the box upon the bench 
he picked these up. 
Officer Thomas 


noticed the movement, but thinking 
it was done that he might more 
readily got at the contents of the 
box, 
paid no attention to it. This 


accommodating move and the fact 
that the man was a hard-working 
mechanic disarmed him of suspicion, 
and he caielessly leaned over the 
box to inspect its contents. As he 
was thus stooping over, baring the 
back of his neck, Strand dealt a 
murderous blow at him with the 
hatchet, with the evident intention 
of

-or of cutting tbe jugular vein. For 
Innately, Thomas caught a glimpse 
of the quick movement of his an- 
tagonist and dodged, throwing up 
his left arm to ward off the blow. 
The blade of the hatchet fell heavily 
across the back of the left forearm, 
about four inches back from the 
wrist, opening a gash three and a 
half inches in length and in depth 
to the boce from one side of the 
arm to the other. Tho blow dead 
ened the arm and stunned the officer 
slightly, and before he had fairly re- 
covered, or could get out his pistol- 
almost before he had time to think at 
all.Strand aimed another blow at him, 
vhich struck the hand of the same 
rm, opening the flesh and muscles 
o the bone, from the junction- 
.nttckle of the middle finger diagon- 
lly toward the base of the thumb 
or a distance of an inch and a half. 
This wound, however, the 
officer 


carcely felt, as the wound on the 
rm had already benumbed the hand . 
liornas kept

nt a third blow fell heavily against 
lis right jaw, near the point of the 
hin. and knocked him to his knees. 
'ortnnately he Ifell against the pile 
f lumber, and this doubtless saved 
is life, as the contact threw him 
orwa'd upon "ne foot and one knee 
nd left his pistol hand and arm free. 
tcfore the would-be assassin could 
advance to follow np his advantage 
lioroas got his pistol out and fired, 
almost in his face, shooting him in 
tho forehead. This staggered Strand 
nd he fell back a pace or two, but 
or which Thomas would doubtless

'he ball, however, must have struck 
im on the right eide of the fore- 


head, glanced over the skull and 


ome out near the crown of the 
tead, as indicated by the two holes 
nd blood in Strand's hat, which was 
eft upon the ground. Rallying, the 
assassin was about rushing upon the 
>fficer again, -when Thomas fired a 
econd shot. Whether the latter 
took effect or not Thomas is in 
doubt, but it served the purpose of 
saving his life, as Strand at once 
wheeled and ran down East Twelfth 
treet with all the speed he could 
ommand. 
Thomas followed and 


gained upon him for two blocks and 


half, but growing weak, gave up 
he chase.

Giving up the chase, 


Thomas aroused tlie people in the 
isighborhood. who conveyed him

conveyed to Captain Band, who, in 
campany with officer Shorey, im- 
mediately started for the scene of 
ttction. Arriving there, they took 
the trail of blood which Strand had 
kft and followed it to where ha had
